The publishers of a.Texas-newspaper have established a 


fund of $ 100,000 fo be Vised in paying rewards for the arrest, 
conviction and proper -punishment of lynchers or persons in- 
citing' to mob .violence. When the victim of a lynching is a 
white person (he reward will be $500, and in (he" case-of'a 
negro victim 351,000-will be paid. This dili'crence is made 
because so many more negroes lhaii-\vhites are lynched, and 
fhe men who have taken fhis sfep desire.to attack the evil at'its 
worst point.

It will be recalled that President Wilson recently addressed 


himself to the country on lliis subject, and the action now 
.taken by these Texas publishers shows that the matter i?'be- 
ginning to receive the attention it merits; A full recognition^ 
of (lie heinousness of the crime of lynching is the first step 
toward the desired reform,.and that this recognition appears 
to be growing encourages the belief ihaf the time will come 
when the punishment, bf! ^Ypngdoing at (he hands of mobs 
will be much more infreque'rit than it is today: 


But it is to be feared that.lynching will never be slopped by 


calling upon those who practice it to desist, or by offering re- 
wards for their conviction and punishment. 
The rewards 


offered will be paid to officers or private citizens, but it is easy 


( to understand that in.a community .where lyncjiings may be 


conducted as they are in. various parts of the country private 
citizens, and even officers, who. assisted in bringing the lynch- 
ers. to justice would subject themselves to grave risk. Men 
who string up negroes and fill them full of bullet holes or burn 
them at the stake would not take kindly to informers, 'or to 
officers proving themselves too intrepid, and without doubt 
this is the chief reason why there are so few arrests and con- 
victions of lynchers. 
II is nonsense to assume that these 


crimes go.unpunished because it is impossible to find oul who 
commits them.

• The real remedy for lynching is a proper public sentiment, 
which must have for its foundation a proper and prompt en 
forcement of the laws. 
It is true that in the case of many 


lynchings the law is not given an opportunity to do its work, 
and it is equally true that the law's delays and technicalities, 
especially in capital cases, are often such as fo shake the faith 
of the public in ils ability: or readiness to afford the protection 
to which the people are;entitled. This feeling is.not the sole 
cause of lynchings,.maiiybf^ which are conducted in the heat 
of violent passion, but it is easy to believe (hat if the punish- 
ment of criminals could be made more prompt arid certain 
there would be less disposition,'even in the most backward 
communities, for the people to take fhe law into their own 
hands.
